der surveillance and promptly, arrested 
as Boon as they show the.slightest sign 
of creating disorder, ploting anarchy 
or arming themselves with dangerous 
weapons. 
Especially around the ob- 


servance of Independence day would I 
urge upon you the necessity of extra- 
ordinary vigilance for the detection of 
dangerous visitors and for the absolute 
security of the lives and property of 
all our citizens.

THE HOUSE FLY AS A DISEASE DISSEMINATOR 


This is the time in which every family has ' to 
contend 
with 
that 


disseminator of disease, the house fly. This little animal_hns its origin in 
I 


the worst kind of corruption, in filth and rottenness it lives imd thrives. 
It is so active and can change from place to place so readily that its 
passage from a cesspool or manure vault 1o the viands at the dinner table 


ip prat'tieal and'even easy. 
Since the discovery that the 
mosquito 
is 


responsible for 'the spread of yellow fever, medical experts have given a 
good deal of attention to the work of the house fly and have come to the 
conclusion that it is one of the most active agents in the spread of tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever nnd dmrrhoeal diseases. All 
the 
leading 
health 


authorities iu the country have issued .warning to the people as to the 
danger from the ily pest with instructions as to how it can best be corn- 
batted. Some have demonstrated that typhoid is spread by the house fly, 
others Unit the germs of tuberculosis are carried from the sputum of con- 
sumptive patients nnd deposited where they affect those who are not robust 
enough to resist them. 


It is mainly to young children, however, that the flies nrc a menace in 


hot weather. 
They swarm nrnuiul the baby's crib unless kept off by net- 


ting; they alight upon the nursing bottle and seek to slmre the baby's food. 
In this way it is claimed that dinrrhoeal disorders are often started ending 
in death from cholera in'fantiuu. 


Now, 
as to the remedy, the boards of health recommend that all hor.se 


manure be cleared from about the home; that the streets, allays and side- 
walks be kept clcnn and that uo swill or decaying animal or vegetable 
matter be left exposed to the air to attract flies. In addition where possible 
the screen door, window mid pinzna nettings are favored as protective 
measures. One of the advantages of the beaches is, that the house fly is 
absent, finding no filth there on which to gormandize. That tuny also be a 
reason why some people find relief from certain diseases by spending n 
while at the sea shore. 


It is now an accepted fact, vouched for by eminent physicians, that ihe 


typhoid outbreak in the military camps during the Spanish-American wnr 
was largely due to the house fly. 


Dr. D. S. Burr, one of the health officials, speaking of this, says: 


"I have made a compilation of ligures regarding typhoid 
fsver 


as we saw ;t then. It shows Ihnt of 133,E13 men, 22,420 hud typhoid 
fever from which 1924 di-d. Thn number of deaths from ;ill causes 
was 2197. 
Contrasted with tn!n mortality is the 
snfety 
of tin 


twenty-third regiment, U. S. Infantry, for six months at the Jnmes- 
town exposition when with proper protection ngainst files and mos- 
quitoes there was but t\vo por cent, sickness although living tn 
swampy ground only ten feet aoove HOU level."

THE HOUSE FLY AS A DISEASE DISSEMINATOR 


This is the time in which every family has to 
contend 
with 
that 


disseminator of disease, the house fly. This little animal has its origin in 
the.worst kind of corruption, in filth and rottenness it lives and thrives. 
It is so active and can change from place to place so readily that its 
jmssage from a cesspool or manure vault to the viands at the dinner table 
is practical and1 even easy. Since the discovery that • tho mosquito 
is 


responsible for the spread of yellow fever, medical experts have given a 
good deal of-attention to the work of the house fly and have come to the 
conclusion that it is one of the most active agents in the spread of tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever and diarrhoeal diseases. All the leading health 
authorities in the country have issued - warning to the people as to the 
danger from the fly pest with instructions as to how it can best be oom- 
bntled. Some have demonstrated that typhoid is spread by the house fly, 
others that the germs of tuberculosis are named from the sputum of con- 
sumptive patients and deposited where they affect those who are not robust 
enough to resist them. 


It is mainly to young' children, however, that the flies arc a menace in 


hot weather. They swarm around the baby's crib unless kept off by net- 
ting; they alight upon the nursing bottle and seek to share the baby's food, 
in this way it is claimed that diurrhoeal disorders are often started ending 
in death from" cholera iufantum. 


Now, as to the remedy, the boards of health recommend that all horse 


manure be cleared from about the home; that the streets, allays and side- 
walks be kept clean and that no swill or decaying animal or vegetable 
matter be left exposed to the air to attract flies. In addition where possible 
the screen door, window and piazza nettings are favored as protective 
measures. One of the advantages of the beaches is, that the house fly is 
absent, finding no filth there on which to gormandize. That may also he a 
reason why some people find relief from certain diseases by spending a 
while at the sea shore. 


It is now an accepted fact, vouched for by eminent physicians, that the 


typhoid outbreak in the military camps during (lie Spanish-American wnr 
was largely due to the house fly. 


Dr. D. S. Burr, one of the health officials, speaking of this, says: 


"I have made a compilation o£ figures regarding typhoid 
favor 


as we saw it then. It shows lhat of 133,613 men, 22,420 had typhoid 
fever from which 1!I24 'l!"d. Thci number of deaths from all causes 
was 2107.

All its force favors cleaner streets, 
cleaner homes, cleaner habits o£ living nnd special precautions calculated 
to protect the family from the fly pest, such ns fly netting in windows, screen 
doors, and the absence of any decaying or other substance to attract flics.

BOSTON, July 2.—President Taft 


and his military attache, Captain Ar- 
chie'-Bii'tte, have been tied hand and 
foot by the red tape of Massachusetts 
officialdom and it was only by the in- 
tervention of Gov. Eben S. Draper that 
the tangle was unsnarled.

If the cars are 
not registered they cannot bear num- 
ber plates. Such- a condition wouli" 
subject the president, the executive of 
flee attaches and the members of the 
president's family to excessive annoy- 
ance, as a car without a number plate 
would be stopped by every policeman 
encountered. TO get around this diffi- 
culty, the- commission asked the at- 
torney general If it had authority to 
issue number plates for the president's 
motor cars without a license fee, but 
the attorney gene/al ruled that the 
commission had no such right, 
It was at this point that Gov.

AS A 
DISEASE DISSEMINATOR 


This is the time in which every family has to 
contend 
with 
that 


disseminator of disease, the house fly. This little animal has its origin in 
the worst kind of corruption, in filth and rottenness it lives and thrives. 
It is so active and can change from place to place so readily that its 
passage from a cesspool or manure vault to the viands at the dinner tnblo 
is practical and even easy. 
Since the discovery that 
the 
mosquito 
is 


responsible for the spread of yellow fever, medical experts have given a 
good deal of attention to the work of the house fly and have come to the 
conclusion that it is one of the most active agents in the spread of tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever and diarrboeal diseases. All the 
leading 
health 


authorities in the country have issued • warning to tho people as to the 
danger from the fly pest, with instructions as to how it can best be coin- 
batted. Some have demonstrated that typhoid is spread by the house fly, 
others Unit the germs of tuberculosis are carried from tho sputum of con- 
sumptive patients and deposited where they affect those who are not robust 
enough to resist them. 


It is mainly to young children, bow-ever, that the flies are a menace in 


hot weather. 
They swarm around ihe baby's crib unless kept off by net- 


ling; they alight upon the nursing bottle and seek to share the baby's food. 
In this way it is.claimed that diurrhoeal disorders are often started ending 
in death from cholera infantum.- 


Now, as to the remedy, the boards of health recommend that nil horse 


manure be.cleared from about the home; that the streets, allays and side- 
walks be kept clean and that no swill or decaying animal or vegetable 
matter be left exposed to the air to attract, flies. In addition where possible 
the screen door, window and piazza nettings are favored as protective 
measures. One of the advantages of the beaches is, that the house fly is 
absent, finding no filth there on which to gormandize. That may also be a 
reason why some people find relief from certain diseases by spending a 
while at the sea shore. 


It is now an accepted fact, vouched for by eminent physicians, that Ihe 


typhoid outbreak in the military camps during tlio Spanish-American war 
was largely due to the house fly. 


Dr. D. S. Burr, one of the health officials, speaking of this, says:

BOSTON, July 2.—President Taft 


and his military attache, Captain Ar- 
chie Bu'tte, have been tied hand and 
foot by the red tape of Massachusetts 
officialdom and it was.only by the in- 
tervention of Gov. Jihen S. Draper that 
the tangle was unsnarled.

When the president arrived at Beverly 
for the summer he sent Captain Butt 
Into Boston to take up tho question of 
registering .the Taft automobiles and 
the automobiles of the executive of- 
fices. The highway commission of the

was prepared to register the cars and 
license the 
drivers, 
when Attorney 


General Dana Malone served notice on 
the commission that government cars 


do not require registration, and that 
the commission is not legally entitled 
to collect and fees from the preslr-wit 
of the United States. If the ears are 
not registered they cannot bear num- 
ber plates. Such a condition would 
subject the president, the executive of- 
fice attaches and the members of the 
president's family to excessive annoy- 
ance, as a car without a number plate 
would be stopped by every policeman 
encountered. TO get around this diffi- 
culty, the commission asked the at- 
torney general if it had authority.to 
Issue number plates for the president's 
motor cars without a license fee, but 
the attorney general ruled that the 
commission had no such right.

AS A 
DISEASE 
DISSEMINATOR 


This is the time in which every family has to 
contend with 
that 


disseminator of disease, the house fly. This little animal has its origin in 
the worst kind of corruption, in filth and rottenness it lives and thrives. 
It is so active and can change from place to place so readily that its 
passage from a cesspool or manure vault to the viands at the dinner table 
is practical and even easy. 
Since the discovery that the mosquito is 


responsible for the spread of yellow fever, medical experts have given a 
good deal of attention to the work of the house fly and have come to the 
conclusion that it is one of the most active agents in the spread of tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever and diarrhoeal diseases. All the leading health 
authorities in the country have issued warning to the people as to the 
danger from the fly pest with instruotions as to how it can best be coui- 
batted. Soty? have demonstrated that typhoid is spread by the house fly, 
others that the germs of tuberculosis are carried from the sputum of con- 
sumptive .patients and deposited where they affect those who are not robust 
enough to resist them. 


It is mainly to young children, however, that the flies are a menace in 


hot weather. They swarm around the baby's crib unless kept off by net- 
ting; they alight upon the nursing bottle and seek to share the baby's food, 
in this way it is claimed that diarrhoeal disorders nre often started ending 
in death from cholera infantum. 


Now,' as to the remedy, the boards of health recommend that al! horse 


manure bo'cleared from about the home; that the streets, allays and side- 
walks be kept clean and that no swill or decaying animal ''or vegetable 
matter be left exposed to the air to attract flies. Tn addition where possible 
the screen door, window and piazza nettings are favored as protective 
measures. 
One of the advantages of the beaches is. ilmt the house fly is 


absent, finding no filth there on which to gormandize. That may also be a 
reason why some people find relief from certain diseases by spending a 
while at the sea shore. 


It is now an accepted fact, vouched for by eminent physicians, that the 


typhoid outbreak in the military camps during the Spanish-American w;ir 
was largely due to the house Qy. 


Dr. D. S. Burr, one of the health, officials, speaking of this, says: 


"I have made a compilation of figures regarding typhoid 
fevnr 


as we saw it then. It shows that of 133,513 mou, 22,420 had typhoid 
fever from which 1!)24 di-d. The number of deaths from all causes 
was 2197. 
Contrasted with this mortality Is the safety of ths

COMETHTNG new, something differ- j 


ent, is essential for the July break- 


fast when most persons are worn out 
with the winter's work and enervated 
by the heat. 


For your July breakfast, for Instance, 


Instead of the cooked cereal that you 
have been 
eating all through the 


spring: months,, why not substitute rice 
cooked in milk and cooled to a jelly? 
With whipped croam it will be found 
both refreshing and nourishing, and its 
difference from ordinary breakfast ce- 
reals will moke It acceptable. Unlike 
most cereals, rice, sago, tapioca, are 
not indigestible and unappetizing when 
cold. The average cereal served cold 
in a mold is as unpleasant a dose as 
could well be Imagined. 


With jellied rice, sago 
or tapioca 


some very sweet berries may be served. 
Wild berries so sweet and ripe they 
are almost ready to. melt are the ideal 
thing. 
Acid fruit should never be 


served with a cereal. 


Do not serve hot breads on hot 


mornings, even If tho family desire 
them, for they often produce a dull, 
uncomfortable feeling which lasts all 
day. 
Tho digestive apparatus should 


be taxed as little as possible in hot 
weather.
